The Sec. returned his call, and K. said Mansfield 
is getting ready to speak re Indochina and is there any 
change in our position re Diem. The Sec. said no. K. 
heard Collins hut it vas before the recent developments. 
K. said he thinks one of the breathers of fresh air ve 
need would be to throw Bao Dai out and have a republic 
and instill the spirit of freedom. 

K. said he has been familiar from time to time with 
the discussions that have gone on and difficulties on the 
Bricker Amendment. Is the State Department's position 
that there is no acceptable formula? The Sec. said the 
only one is along the lines of the resolution K. intro- 
duced last year. The Sec. referred to what Bricker said 
were the most important and next important objectives - 
both of which we accept. K. would like to have the Sec. 
point that out early. The Sec. said he will take a con- 
ciliatory line as well as he consistently can, and hopes 
he can restrain himself and not make things harder. K. 
said a lot of New Dealers are going to try to throw a 
curved ball. 
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
